The Church has greatly relaxed her general laws 
pertaining to fasting for us in this country, but she 
oe not, cannot absolve us entirely from works of 

ance. Having contracted debts with Almighty 

by sin, we must pay these debts here or “be cast 

into outer darkness.” During 325 days of the year we 
‘move on in a kind of rut; we say our prayers, go to 
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Mass, approach the Sacraments more or less frequent- 
ly in a half-hearted way, but we do not seriously take 
account of ourselves. Lent is “the acceptable time” 
for this, “the day of salwation.” The Gospel of Ash 
Wednesday sounds the key-note for Lent, and indi- 
cates how general should be its observance: | 
“Thus saith the Lord: be converted to Me with all 
our heart, in fasting, and in weeping, and in mourn- 
ng; and rend your hearts, and not your garments, 
and turn to the Lord your God, Blow the trumpet in 
‘Sion: Sanctify a fast . . . gathér together the 
“pec . » » assemble the ancients; gather together 
little ones. Between the porch and the altar the 
riests, the Lord’s ministers, shall weep, and shall say: 
pare, O Lord, spare Thy people” (Joel IT). 
wat ies from the very first day enter into the spirit 
of the Holy Season, double our prayers, and say them 
with greater fervor; attend the special Lenten devo- 
tions held in our parish churches, and listen to instruc- 
tions and sermons with ears wide open (even though 
the same do bear on the sanfe old Eternal Truths) ; let 
us, with the thought of the millions who are suffering 
before our eyes, forego all worldly pleasures and 
worldly amusements. Let us lay aside for religion the 
nickels and dimes which we shall save from the 
theatre, from tobacco, sweetmeats, ete., etc., and 
give the same to the furtherance of God’s interests on 
earth, which by habit we have hitherto overlooked. 
Give as alms one-half of such savings to your parish 
church, the other one-half to the spreading of God’s 
Kingdom in needy places in this country and abroad. 
Any of OUR SUNDAY VISITOR funds which are 
thus helped will be used to the very best interests of 
religion, and your penance money will go to the 
works, which they support, with the blessing of God 
upon them. 


ACTIVE ANTI-CHRISTIAN FORCES.

For the Colorado legisiature’s consideration a 
lengthy bill was drafted whose purport *vas to place 
Catholic colleges under the control of a State Board. 

Bills for “Convent Inspection” are being present- 
ed to the law-making bodies now in session In several! 
states. [If these developed into laws, they would only 
evoke new latent beauty in the Church; but they are 
inimical in intention, and tend to arouse suspicion in 
the uninformed }. 

But who are behind these and other uh-American 
movements? Not merely enemies of Rome, but of 
Christianity itself. 

Rationalist, socialist and professedly anti-Cath- 
wlic forces are working hand in hand for the removal! 
pt religious restraint from the rising generation, hop- 
ng in this way to annul the influence of Christianity 
eneration to follow.
